Too little thought is giv en to the 
needs of the inner man. 
Look 
about y our own city or town and 
note what y ou sec. 


Communities call in sp ecialists 
to surv ey their educational needs. 
A grand new steel and concrete 
school building is recommended, 
functional in ev ery resp ect. They 
want “the best for their children,” 
they say . 
Nev er mind whether 
the p e >p lec an p ay for it or not. 
A modern one-story structure does 
not need to he built like a bomb­ 
p roof hank v ault. 
They forget 
that 
educational 
theory and p ractice change, and 
that their ex p ensiv e rockp ile will 
be outmoded long before it is out­ 
worn and p robably before it is p aid 
for! 
When they get the school 
built, they can all p oint with p ride 
to the building. 
But then, there 
is little money left to p ay a u cent 
salary to attract good teachers to

This is a part of the inscription 
on the S tatu e of L iberty giv en to 
i his cou ntry by the French gov ern­ 
m ent in 18 8 6 .

howrev er, the S tatu e of L iberty had 
been placed on a rev olv ing base 
so that in 19 53, the old girl cou ld 
be tu rned arou nd and let her gaze 
at the U nited S tates instead of 
looking continu ou sly across 
the 
A tlantic Ocean tow ard Eu rope. 
In 19 48 , the C ongress v oted to 
allow 
205,000 
d isplaced 
persons 
(D Ps) to enter this cou ntry . 
An­ 
other bill in 19 50 increased this 
nu m ber by 19 5,7 44. 
L ast 
y ear 
(19 5 2), presid ent T ru m an asked 
for thp ad mission of an ad d itional 
500,000 “refu gees” from E astern 
I Eu rope. 
This w as d enied bv the 
j Congress. 
I 
Now P resid ent Eisenhow er has 
ju st sent a m essage to the Con­ 
gress, asking tha t 240,000 E astern 
Eu rope “refu gees” be ad m itted to 
this cou ntry d u ring the nex t two 
y ears. 
I opposed the so-called D P bills 
and opposed Mr. T ru m an's req u est 
for the 300.000. 
Likewise, 1 e x ­ 
pect to oppose w ith ev ery ou nce 
of my energy the present req u est 
of Mr. Eisenhower* 
W hether the presid ent by T ru ­ 
m an. Eisenhow er or Donald Du ck. 
I think it is politics throu gh and 
throu gh and is an effort to woo the 
foreign elem ents in this cou ntry , 
whose v otes cou nt in ou r elections.

the ex pense of ev ery tax pay er in 
the cou ntry . 
M any w-ere ad m it­ 
ted as “farm ers” who nev er had 
a rak e or hoe in their hand s. 
I am for helping the oppressed 
w herev er they m ay he, hu t I am 
tired of this cou ntry ’s play ing a 
su cker to the entire world . T hat's 
ex actly w’hat m any foreigners now 
think w-p are, and it m eans we are 
d oing ou r best to help them prov e 
it.

prev ent the enactm ent of so-called 
civ il rights legislation, hav e u sed 
the sam e m ethod s against the tid e- 
land s. 
It is like some elem ents in 
this cou ntry who cry in the nam e 
of liberty and freed om, hu t who 
u s * it against the good of the 
cou ntry .
